NKMHS has served the people in Orleans and Essex County for the past 
15 years, and Caledonia County since 1966. There are offices in Newport and 
St. Johnsbury with 24-hour emergency service provided in each area. It is a 
private nearest organization governed by a Board of Directors made up of 
area residents. 


In Fiscal 1975 there were 528 admissions from Caledonia, 105 admissions 
from Essex and 441 admissions from Orleans County. Additional numbers 
have been served through school consultations and services to other agencies. 
Consultation services are extended to physicians, hospitals, nursing homes, day 
care centers, schools, Alcohol Rehabilitation, and others. 


NKMHS works closely with the Brandon Training School and the Vt. State 
Hospital and with the deinstitutionalized clients of each in the community. 


The Ver-Shire Schools & Shops in Newport, St. Johnsbury and Colebrook 
N. H., serve the physically and mentally handicapped of all ages, with special 
emphasis on rehabilitation, special education, aa pre-vocational training for 
the mentally retarded and handicapped. 


A regional Office on Aging provides an informational and outreach pro- 
gram to assist the elderly with their ever growing needs. 


NKMHS receives its principal support from local, private, state and federal 
sources. Grants carry some programs for short periods of time. Local sup- 
port is essential, without local funds there will be no state monies, and a men- 
tal health center cannot survive without state support.

During 1975 the impact of the general decline in both the national and 
local economies, combined with an inflationary rate in excess of 9.5% created 
many financial problems in all sectors including the area of health care ser- 
vices. Further, the trend of increased utilization of our hospital during the 
past few years did not continue—, declining from a patient occupancy of 62% 
in 1974 to 55% during 1975. This decrease in patient days during 1975 not 
only made it most difficult to fulfill our fixed bond indenture obligations but 
also resulted in a critical drain on our cash resources necessary for the purchase 
and/or replacement of medical equipment. Of the $26,250 town appropria- 
tion grants received in 1975, $17,493 was used to purchase or replace operat- 
ing room equipment, $7,950 for laboratory diagnostic equipment, and $1,600 
for EKG stress testing equipment in the Special Care Unit. Without the above 
town appropriation grants received in 1975, our hospital would have been un- 
able to adhere to our policy dedicated to progressively improving our capabil- 
ity to provide optimum patient care for Al those in our area towns. 


It is indeed my privilege to extend our appreciation for your generous sup- 
port and respectfully request your continued assistance in the same appropria- 
tion amounts as have been granted in previous years. 


We therefore respectfully request that you place an Article in your Town 
Warning for the March meeting to enable your townspeople to vote upon as- 
sistance to the service in accordance with the accompanying table. The legal- 
ity of such an Article is covered in Title 24, Section 2601 of Vermont Statutes 
Annotated. An Article for this purpose might be worded as follows: 


“Shall the Town vote the sum of $...... as its share toward the purchase 
of new equipment to maintain or increase the level of health care provided by 
Northeastern Vermont Regional Hospital for the ensuing year.”

The Caledonia Home Health Care Agency, Inc. is a non-profit charitable 
organization certified for home health services under Medicare and Medicaid 
and accredited by the National League for Nursing. In 1975 we made 11,659 
Visits to 550 individuals, an increase of 8% from 1974. No one is denied ser- 
vice because of inability to pay. Frequency of visits depends on need but 
can vary from daily visits to once every two weeks. 


The Agency gives part time professional nursing care to the sick and dis- 
abled at home through a close working arrangement with the patient’s physi- 
cian. Other therapeutic services available are physical therapy, occupational 
therapy, speech therapy, medical social services and homemaker-home health 
aide services. All age groups are served including infants and children. 


These services are supported through funds collected from the patients, 
Medicare, Medicaid and other health insurances; town appropriations and 
donations. 


All Agency programs emphasize health services for the whole family. 
Consideration is given to health education, supervision and counseilng as well 
as in caring for the sick at home. In this emphasis is given to the prevention 
or early detection of disease. 


Additional health services not available through other community agen- 
cies are provided to more than 700 individuals. Included are Expectant Par- 
ent Classes in the Lamaze method held at Northeastern Vermont Regional 
Hospital; a comprehensive pediatric service for medically indigent children 
at the Child Health Center in St. Johnsbury, and preschool health services for 
Headstart, the Lyndonville Parent Child Center and the St. Johnsbury Early 
Education Program. Adult Health Education and screening programs in 
“Breast Self Examination and pap smears” were initiated this fall. Nursing 
services are contracted to the St. Johnsbury Planned Parenthood Clinic, and 
area physicians. 


It should be remembered that home health care can prevent, shorten or 
delay unneeded nursing home or hospital care, help families maintain the 
eldlerly at home making more meaningful living possible and, finally, that 
care at home is always the least costly setting for health care. 


We respectfully ask for your much needed support for the coming year. 
The appropriation requested is based on population and bad debt loss. Our 
audited annual report including financial statement is available to anyone at 
our office.

REPORT TO THE VOTERS: 


NVDA is entering its twenty-sixth year of service to the citizens and 
communities of the Northeast Kingdom. Your support over the vor has 
allowed it to provide a wide range of professional services to local officials 
and establish a closer working relationship with the communities. These 
NVDA services have saved both time and money for your community. 


Economic development at both the local and regional level is a priority 
program. Every effort is being made to assist industries now in the area and 
to attract new ones. Recreation promotion will be a doubly important ac- 
tivity in this bicentennial year with the additional opportunity to host visitors 
to the summer olympics. 


NVDA’s assistance in obtaining federal grant funds for communities has 
been very successful this year with over one half million dollars received for 
local projects. These are continuing efforts and applications are now pend- 
ing for over three quarters of a million dollars in federal aid. 


NVDA has made a point of monitoring activities and proposals dealing 
with highway construction and transportation. As a result area legislators and 
the Highway Board have received a number of resolutions and comments re- 
flecting the sentiments of a spectrum of residents of the region. In addition 
to highway activities, NVDA has been successful in acquiring sufficient sup- 
port to work with area towns in the redevelopment of local bus service. A 
demonstration project to test the demand for local service will be initiated in 
the Spring of 1976. 


During 1975 NVDA provided information and assistance on the “special 
flood hazard area” program. This program identifies areas in danger of flood 
damage and provides flood insurance to those towns which undertake the ne- 
cessary steps for insurance eligibility for Federal programs such as home 
mortgage assistance in areas located in the flood hazard zone. Twenty-four 
towns developed and adopted the necessary ordinances required for coverage. 
The remaining towns identified as being subject to flooding will be assisted 
to the best of NVDA’s effort during 1976. 


A more detailed account of NVDA activities has been published as a 
supplement to area newspapers. The directors of NVDA sincerely appre- 
ciate your support and cooperation during the past years and look forward 
to the opportunity to serve you in the year ahead.

The Area Agency on Aging for Northeastern Vermont is a part of the 
Northeastern Vermont Development Association. The AAA serves the 8,500 
elderly of the three-county area. 


Nutrition programs for senior citizens are operated in Newport, Norton, 
Gilman and St. ToeaBae Any person 60 years or older is invited to attend 
any meals site. More information may be obtained by contacting the Area 
Agency on Aging office. Outreach Aides assist older persons in many ways, 
such as transporting them for shopping, taking them to Meals Program or 
helping them fill out applications for income assistance. The AAA prints a 
Petit Newsletter containing information useful for older persons. 


The Area Agency on Aging acts as a broker between the older person 
and services needed by older persons. It assesses the needs of the elderly 
throughout the three counties and tries to help meet those needs. Funds are 
provided for senior centers in Orleans, St. Johnsbury and Gilman. The Area 
Agency on Aging is providing funds for a new project to provide homemaker 
services for elderly in conjunction with Caledonia Home Health Care Agency 
and Orleans-Northern Essex Home Health Care Agency. 


Approximately 75 older persons have been served by the Area Agency 
on Aging in the Concord area in the past year.

ORLEANS COUNTY COUNCIL OF SOCIAL AGENCIES, INC. 


Orleans County Council of Social Agencies Inc. achievements for the 
last year have been quite a bit more visible to the public eye. The Agency’s 
public works crews have worked on projects ranging from cleaning the New- 
port Water Front to painting the Irasburg Town Hall, or building a little 
league ball park in East Charleston. The public works crews have completed 
some 100 such undertakings throughout the Northeast Kingdom. : 


O. C. C. S. A. also has a lumber operation which supplies logs to our 
sawmill which supplies lumber to our various building projects or to low in- 
come qualified people or agencies who need lumber. This same lumbering 
crew also cuts firewood which is delivered at a modest cost to low income 
families. Already this winter O. C. C. S. A. energy crews have delivered 
some 200 cords of firewood. Mobilization, Inc. has completed eight houses 
this year which were sold to families which met the FHA interest credit 
guidelines. Approximately 50% of the wood in the houses comes from our 
own lumber operations. 


All of the O. C.,C. S. A. programs combined provide jobs for approxi- 
mately 400 people. 


Services available from the Orleans County Council of Social Agencies 
begin with an information and referral service which directs clients to the 
service they need. After the client’s problem has been defined, the client is 
then directed to the person in the Agency who can best help the client with 
his or her problem. Some of our services include an emergency food shelf, 
alcohol or drug abuse counselling, emergency energy loans, winterization of 
homes, seeds for gardens, a rototilling service, transportation to medical or 
other appointments; also our manpower office will try to locate a job on one, 
of our many projects if necessary. The Job Start Program which loans up 
to $2,500 to low income people to start their own businesses was very suc- 
cessful this year. Twenty-eight new businesses were started this year, and 
24 businesses were directed toward other funding sources. Some 41 busi- 
nesses in all received counselling from the Job Start counselors. 


The Orleans County Council of Social Agencies is in the Northeast 
Kingdom to serve low income people either by providing jobs or services, 
and to serve the community with as many public works programs as possible. 


The local churches in your area, in conjunction with O. C. C. S. A. joint- 
ly sponsor the emergency food shelves. They are designed for people who 
are out of food and money and have no resource to solve this problem. The 
food is issued on an emergency basis only, and for a limited amount of 
days. Food for the food shelves is obtained through donations from towns, 
churches, individuals, and by special fund raising projects. We have four 
food shelf centers located throughout the Northeast Kingdom, in Newport, 
Saint Johnsbury, Hardwick, and Guildhall. During 1975, we had 838 parti- 
cipants in our food shelves programs and the total number of days the food 
sustained them was 1,673.
